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multilayered article and/or is a regrind of scraps of a 
multilayered article. — 

— 16. The resin composition based on polyethylene as 
claimed in claim 12, which is obtained by crushing a 
multilayered article and/or is a regrind of scraps of a 
multilayered article. —
